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INTRODUCTION. 



The one and only difficulty, the problem not easily solved, in 
reference to the Lord's Prayer, has always been its great brevity. 
And this has often led to attempts to extend it by paraphrase. 
That these attempts should have been made by men of 
great eminence in the Church, such as Erasmus and John 
Bradford, implies a conviction on their part that the prayer 
was scarcely intended to be constantly used in its original 
brevity. Had they supposed that it was the intention of the 
Divine Author that it should be kept within its apparent 
limits, they would never have dared to attempt, in the face of 
the Church, what Christ Himself never meant to be done. 

Their conviction evidently was, that it prescribed and set 
forth what should be the purport, the subject-matter, of all 
Christian prayers. Beginning with this principle, they then 
went on to enlarge and expand the Prayer by the addition of 
words of their own. 

A question has occurred to the compiler of the following 
pages, whether such an expansion might not be more safely 
made by introducing Inspired rather than Uninspired words ; 
by adding the language of God's own Word, rather than the 
language of His servants of different ages and different predi- 
lections? This doubt, this inquiry, has led to the production 
of the following pages. 

Before the examination of which, however, it cannot be 
inexpedient, it cannot be otherwise than useful, to devote a 
few moments to sdme of the fervent utterances of such a man 
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as Archbishop Leighton. The following passages are taken^ 
chiefly, from his * Exposition of the Lord's Prayer : — 



' The Lord calls for our burdens ; would not have us under- 
take them ourselves, but roll them over upon Him.' 

The desires that are breathed forth in prayer, are this 
unloading of the heart; each request that goes forth carries 
somewhat of our burdens with it, and lays it upon God. " Be 
careful for nothing," says the Apostle ; " but in everything, 
by prayer and supplication, with thanksgiving, make your 
requests known unto Grod." ' 

' In this the graces of the Spirit are exercised, and they 
gain by the exercise, as all habits do. They are strengthened 
by acting faith, in believing the promises, and that is the very 
basis of prayer ; it cannot subsist without the support of faith.' 

' The more the soul converses with God, doubtless the more 
it will love Him. And this converse with God makes the 
heart more holy, and teaches it to entertain new desires, but 
such as it may acquaint God with.' 

* The Spirit of prayer hath not His seat in the invention, 
but in the aflfections. His work is not in furnishing new 
supplies of thoughts and words ; it is mainly in exciting the 
heart to break forth in ardent desires to God, whether the 
words be new or old ; yea, sometimes without words. Our 
Lord understands the language of such perfectly, and likes it 
best. He knows and approves the meaning of His own Spirit ; 
He looks not to the outward appearance, the mere shell of 
words, as men are too apt to do. 

' This prayer, given to us by our Saviour Himself, is given 
as the pattern and model of all our prayers ; and the more 
they resemble it, the more acceptable they are.' 

'But whenever the tongue outruns the affections, then 
prayer is turned into babbling. Yea, though a man use this 
very short form by his Lord prescribed, he may commit the 



very fault against which he was warned ; he may babble in 
doing so, and it is to be feared the greater part do so. Alas, 
how few there be that keep watch over their affections in 
prayer ! How much sin is committed by us this way without 
our observing it/ 

' It is one great cause of our wanderings, that we do not, 
first, seek to settle our minds on right thoughts of Grod, so as 
to place ourselves in His presence. How much help would it 
give if we resolved never to open our mouths to Him till the 
eye of our soul were fixed upon Him, and our thoughts engaged 
in thoughts of His presence !' 

' The Lord Jesus says not, and teaches us not to say. My 
Father, but Our Father. He Himself became the Son of man 
to make us anew the sons of God. And when leaving the 
earth. He said : " I go to My Father and your Father, to My 
God and your Grod." So then, you that would have this con- 
fidence, in approaching God, to call Him " Father," lay hold 
firsb on Jesus Christ ; attempt not to come unto God but 
through Him ; rest not satisfied till you find some evidence 
that you are in Him.' 

* Do you draw near to G^d in His Son Jesus Christ ? Do 
you give yourselves up to be led by His Spirit 1 Then you 
may indeed call him " your Father ;" and if you can rightly 
use this word, you will find abundance of sweetness in it It 
is a spring of comfort that can never run dry ; no child may 
go to his earthly father with more confidence, than you may 
to your Father Who art in Heaven.' 

* Yea, though we have run astray from Him, and forgotten 
very far the duty of children, yet He cannot forget the love 
of a Father ; and our best course is to return to Him. It 
cannot be well with us so long as we go anywhere else. The 
prodigal found it so ; and therefore, though he was conscious 
of his own unworthiness to be called his son, still he resolves 
at last, " I will arise and go to my father." '

*So Job saith, "Though He slay me, yet will I trust in 
Him ;" and in like manner resolve thou ; cry to Him : 
" Father, reject me not !" 'No one ever perished with such a 
cry on his lips P 

' " Amen." In this word concentre all the requests, and 
are put up together : So he U I It implies a confidence that 
it shall be so. And this is the excellence of the prayer of 
faith — ^that it quiets and establishes the heart in God. When 
once a child of Grod hath put his petition into his Father's 
hand, he rests content, not doubting that whatsoever the 
answer may be, it shall be both gracious and seasonable. But 
the reason why so few of us find the sweetness and comfort 
that there is in prayer, is, because the true nature and use of 
it is so little known. 

* Strive to keep up a continued remembrance of that Pre- 
sence OF God, which from the beginning ought to be kept 
before the eye of the souL' 

' But how strange that the mind, even the renewed mind^ 
should be so ready, even in the act of prayer, in which we 
profess to draw near to God, to step out and leave Him, and 
follow some poor vanity or other 1 Surely the godly man, 
when he looks back on his own doings, will feel exceedingly 
ashamed of this, will hardly know what to think of it. " God 
is exceeding joy f and yet, when speaking to Him, to break 
off and hold discourse with some base thought that steps in 
and whispers to him 1 Surely, this is no small piece of our 
misery here ! — a warning to us that we are not yet at home t 
Strive, then, against the miserable evil that is within thee ; 
but still cast not away thy only happiness. Go on praying 
still.' 
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OUR FATHER, who aet in Heaven, 

We bless Thee, we adore Thee, that though in this 
world " there be that are called gods, — as there be gods 
many, and lords many, — to us there is but one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, and we in Him; 
and one Lord, Jesus Christ, by whom are all things, 
and we by Him/' 

Bless the Lord, O our souls, and all that is within 
us, bless His holy name. Bless the Lord, our souls, 
and forget not all His benefits : who forgiveth all our 
iniquities ; who healeth all our diseases ; who re- 
deemeth our lives from destruction ; who crownest us 
with loving-kindness and tender mercies. Like as a 
father pitieth his children, so the Lord pitieth them 
that fear ELim. It is He that hath made us, and not 
we ourselves ; we are His people, and the sheep of his 
pasture. In Him we live, and move, and have our being. 

Who is like unto Thee, Lord, who is like unto Thee ? 
glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, doing wonders ! 
Thine, O Lord, is the greatness, and the power, and the 
glory, and the victory, and the majesty: for all that is in 
the heaven and in the earth is Thine. Thine is the king- 
dom, Lord, and Thou art exalted as head over all. 

Thou hast stretched forth the heavens, and laid the 
foundations of the earth. Before the mountains were 
brought forth, or ever Thou hadst formed the earth or 
the world, even from everlasting to everlasting. Thou 
art God. In Thy hand is the soul of every living 
thing, and the breath of aU mankind. 

Thou makest Thy sun to rise on the evil and on the 
good ; and sendest rain on the just and on the xmjust. 
Thou compassest our path, and our lying down, and art 
acquainted with all our ways. There is not a word in 
our tongues, but lo ! Lord, Thou knowest it altogether. 



Thou art of purer eyes than to behold evil, and 
canst not look upon iniquity. And Thou searchest all 
hearts, and understandest all the imaginations of the 
thoughts. All things are naked and opened unto 
Thine eyes. 

Nevertheless, to the Lord our God belong mercies and 
forgivenesses, though we have rebelled against Him. 
Hear Thou in heaven Thy dwelling-place, and when 
Thou hearest, forgive.

We would pray to Thee, the 
God of om' Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, 
that Thou wouldst give unto us the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the knowledge of Him ; that the eyes 
of our understanding may be enlightened ; so that we 
may know what is the hope of such a calling, and what 
the riches of the glory of His inheritance in the saints. 

Say unto each of our souls, I am Thy salvation. 
Send forth the Spirit of Thy Son into our hearts, 
crying, Abba, Father I And so enable us to come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in time of need.

God. Yet Thy beloved Son has here taught us, and 
has thus permitted and encouraged us, to beg of Thee, 
NOT to lead us into temptation. 

Hence we learn, that while temptation may be a 
part of Thy godly discipline, it may also be dreaded 
and feared by Thy own children. Thus Thy servant 
Peter wrote to his spiritual children : ' Te are in 
heaviness through manifold temptations / but he 
also explained to them the intent of those temptations, 
saying : ' That the trial of your faith, being much more 
precious than of gold that perisheth, might be found 
unto praise and honour and glory at the appearing of 
Jesus Christ.' 

Thus we are taught that while ' blessed is the man 
that endureth temptation,' it is natural, it is lawful, 
like the apostle, to beseech Thee, that it may depart 
from us. And yet the answer may be, as it was then : 
' My grace is suflScient for thee ; My strength is made 
perfect in weakness.' 

Still we may, and do, continually cry : Lead us not 
into temptation. Keep back Thy servants from pre- 
sumptuous sins ; let them not have dominion over us. 
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Create in us a clean heart, God, and renew a right 
spirit within us. Order our steps in Thy word, and 
let not any iniquity have dominion over us. Show us 
Thy ways, Lord ; teach us Thy paths ; lead us in 
Thy truth, and teach us ; for Thou art the God of our 
salvation ; on Thee do we wait all the day. Give us 
understanding, and we shall keep Thy law ; yea, we 
shall observe it with our whole heart. 

Thou hast promised : I will bring the blind by a 
way that they know not ; I will lead them in paths that 
they have not known. I will make darkness light 
before them, and crooked things straight. These 
things will I do unto them, and not forsake them.

Therefore we are counselled to put on the whole 
armour of God, that we may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil ; and to exhort one another daily, 
lest any of us should be hardened through the deceit- 
fulness of sin. But hold Thou us up, and we shall be 
safe ; hold up our goings in Thy paths ; so that our 
footsteps shall not slip. Surely, as the mountains 
are round about Jerusalem, so the Lord is round 
about His people. Still, do thou search us, God, 
and know our hearts ; try us, and know our thoughts, 
and see if there be any wicked way in us, and lead 
us in the way everlasting.

O Lord, hear our voice ; let Thine ears be attentive 
to the voice of our supplications. Truly, if Thou 
shouldst mark iniquities, Lord, who should stand 
before Thee : but there is forgiveness with Thee, 
and therefore Thou shalt be feared. 

Blessed is he whose transgression is forgiven ; whose 
sin is covered : blessed is the man unto whom Thou 
wilt impute no sin. Cause us to hear Thy loving- 
kindness, for in Thee is our trust ; show us the way 
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that we should walk in ; for we lift up our souls unto 
Thee. Teach us to do the thing that pleaseth Thee ; 
for Thou art our God; let Thy loving spirit lead us 
forth into the land of righteousness. 

Keep back Thy servants also i^om presumptuous 
sins; let them not have dominion over us. Let the 
words of our mouth and the meditations of our heart, 
be acceptable in Thy sight, Lord, our Strength, and 
our Redeemer. 

As the heaven is high above the earth, so great is 
Thy mercy towards fchem that fear Thee. As far as 
the east is from the west, so far hast Thou removed 
their transgressions from them. Like as a father pitieth 
his children, so Thou, Lord, pitieth them that fear 
Thee. For Thou knowest our frame; Thou remem- 
berest that we are but dust. But Thy mercy is from 
everlasting to everlasting upon them that fear Thee, 
and Thy righteousness even unto children's children ; 
of such as keep Thy covenant, and to those that remem- 
ber Thy commandments to do them. 

Truly, Thou ai't righteous in all Thy ways, and holy 
in all Thy works. Thou art nigh unto all those that 
call upon Thee ; unto all those that call upon Thee in 
truth. Thou wilt fulfil the desire of them that fear 
Thee; Thou wilt hear their cry, and wilt save them. 

Blessed be the Lord, the God of Israel, Who only 
doeth wondrous things ; and blessed be His glorious 
name for ever ; and let the whole earth be filled with 
His glory. Amen, and Amen ! 
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[Fbom the Psalms.] 

Lord out God, Thou hast searched us and 
known us; Thou knowest our down-sitting and up- 
rising; Thou understandest our thoughts afar ofE. 
Thou compassest our path, and our lying-down, and 
art acquainted with all our ways. There is not a word 
on our tongue, but lo ! Lord, Thou knowest it alto- 
gether. Thou hast beset us behind and before, and 
laid .Thine hand upon us. Such knowledge is too 
wonderful for us ; it is high, we cannot attain unto it. 

Remember not against us our former sins ; but have 
mercy upon us, and that soon. Help us, God of our 
salvation, for the glory of Thy name; deliver us, 
and be merciful unto us, for Thy name's sake. 

Hold up our goings in Thy paths, that our footsteps 
slip not. Show Thy marvellous loving-kindness, O 
Thou that savest by Thy right hand them that put 
their trust in Thee; keep us as the apple of Thine 
eye ; hide us under the shadow of Thy wings. 

Our soul waiteth for the Lord : He is our help and 
our shield. Our hearts shall rejoice in Him, because we 
have trusted in His holy name. Let Thy mercy, O 
Lord, be upon us, according as we hope in Thee. 
Thou wilt show us the path of life ; in Thy presence is 
fulness of joy ; at Thy right hand there are pleasures 
for evermore.

Show us Thy ways, Lord, teach us Thy paths : 
lead us in Thy truth, and teach us ; for Thou art the 
God of our salvation ; on Thee do we wait all the day. 
Eemember, O Lord, Thy tender mercies, and Thy 
loving-kindnesses ; they have been ever of old. Ee- 
member not the sins of our youth ; nor our transgres- 
sions ; but according to Thy mercy remember us, for 
Thy goodness^ sake, Lord. 

The Lord God is a sun and a shield ; the Lord will 
give grace and glory ; and no good thing will He with- 
hold from them that walk uprightly. O Lord of hosts, 
blessed is the man that trusteth in Thee. Let Thy 
mercies, O Lord, come unto us, even Thy salvation, ac- 
cording to Thy word. 
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[From the Psalms.] 

We will lift up our eyes unto the heavens, from 
whence cometh onr help : Our help cometh from the 
Lord, who made heaven and earth. 

Hear, Lord, when we cry; have mercy upon us, 
and answer us. When Thou saidst. Seek ye my face ; 
our heart said : Thy face. Lord, will we seek. Hide 
not Thy face from us; put us not away in anger: 
Thou hast been our help, leave us not, nor forsake us, 
God of our salvation. 

We acknowledge our sins unto Thee ; our iniquities 
have we not hid. We confessed our transgressions 
unto Thee, and Thou forgavest the iniquity of our sin. 
Thou art our hiding-place; Thou wilt preserve us 
from troubles ; Thou wilt compass us about with songs 
of deliverance. 

O taste and see that the Lord is good : blessed is 
the man that trusteth in Him. fear the Lord, all 
His saints ; for there is no want to them that fear Him. 
The Lord is nigh unto them that are of a broken heart, 
and saveth such as be of a contrite spirit. He re- 
deemeth the souls of His servants ; and none of them 
that trust in Him shall be desolate. 

Thy righteousness is like the great mountains ; Thy 
judgments are a great deep. But Thou, O Lord, art 
full of compassion, and gracious : Thou art long-suf- 
fering, and plenteous in mercy and truth. Turn unto 
us, and have mercy upon us : make us to understand 
the way of Thy precepts ; so shall we talk of Thy won- 
drous works. Teach us, O Lord, the way of Thy 
statutes, and we shall keep it to the end. Give us 
understanding, and we shall keep Thy law ; yea, we 
shall observe it with our whole heart.

altogether. More to be desired are they than gold ; 
yea, than much fine gold ; sweeter also than honey and 
the honeycomb. Moreover, by them are Thy servants 
warned, and in keeping of them there is great reward. 
But who can understand his errors ? cleanse Thou 
us from secret faults. 

Thou art merciful and gracious : slow to anger and 
plenteous in mercy. Thou wilfc not always chide ; 
neither wilt Thou keep Thine anger for ever. Thou 
hast not dealt with us after our sins, nor rewarded us 
according to our iniquities. 

Lord Jesus, Thou hast ascended on high ; Thou 
hast led captivity captive; Thou hast received gifts 
for men ; yea, even for the rebellious, thafc the Lord 
God might dwell among them. Praised be the Lord, 
who daily loadeth us with benefits, even the God of 
our salvation. 

Blessed are the people that know the joyful sound : 
they shall walk, O Lord, in the light of Thy counten- 
ance. In Thy name shall they rejoice all the day, 
and in Thy righteousness shall they be exalted. 
Surely the Lord is our defence, and the Holy One of 
Israel is our King. 
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[From the Prophets.] 

Lord our God, other lords beside Thee have had 
dominion over us ; but henceforward by Thee only will 
we make mention of Thy name. Thou wilt ordain peace 
for us ; for Thou hast wrought all that is good in us. 

Thou, O God, art our salvation; we will trust and 
not be afraid : the Lord Jehovah is our strength and 
our song ; He is become our salvation. 

Praise the Lord, call upon His name ; declare His 
doings among the people : Sing unto the Lord, for 
He hath done marvellous things; this is seen in all 
the earth. In the way of Thy judgments, Lord, 
we have waited for Thee : the desire of our sonls is 
to Thy name, and to the remembrance of Thee. 

We will rejoice in the Lord, our souls shall be 
joyful in our God ; for He hath clothed us with the 
garments of salvation. As the earth bringeth forth 
her bud, and as the garden causeth the things sown in 
it to spring forth, so the Lord God will cause righteous- 
ness and praise to spring forth before all the nations. 

Thou hast mercifully said : Before they call I will 
answer, and while they are yet speaking, I will hear : 
When the poor and needy seek water, and there is none, 
and their tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lord will 
hear them, I the God of Israel will not forsake them. 

1 will pour water upon him that is thirsty, and floods 
upon the dry ground ; I will pour My Spirit upon thy 
seed ; and My blessing upon thine offspring. 

Thou, Lord, remainest for ever ; and Thy throne 
from generation to generation. Turn Thou us, O Lord, 
and we shall be turned: renew our days as of old. 
Thou art of purer eyes than to behold evil, and canst 
not look upon iniquity. 
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Nevertheless, Thou hast mercifully said: Seek ye 
the Lord while He may be found ; call ye upon Him 
while He is near. Let the wicked forsake his way, 
and the unrighteous man his thoughts, and let them 
return unto the Lord, and He will have mercy upon 
him, and to our God, for He will abundantly pardon. 
For my thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are 
your ways my ways. As the heavens are higher 
than the earth, so are my ways higher than your 
ways, and my thoughts than your thoughts. 

Still more wondrously didst thou say : every one 
that thirsteth, come ye to the waters ; and he that hath 
no money : — come ye, buy and eat ; yea, come, buy 
wine and milk without money and without price. 

Truly, it is of the Lord^s mercies that we are not 
consumed, and because His compassions fail not : they 
are new every morning, great is Thy faithfulness. 

Let us lift up our hearts with our hands unto God 
in the heavens. Didst Thou not say : Therefore will 
the Lord wait that He may be gracious unto you, and 
therefore will He be exalted, that He may have mercy 
upon you. He will be very gracious unto thee at the 
voice of thy cry ; when He shall hear it He will answer 
thee ; and thine ears shall hear a word behind thee, 
saying : This is the way, walk ye in it, when ye turn 
to the right hand, and when ye turn to the left. make 
us to know, by happy experience, that it is good that a 
man both hope and quietly wait for the salvation of 
the Lord ; for the Lord is good unto them that wait 
for Him, to the soul that earnestly seeketh Him.

Didst Thou not say to Thy people of 
old : Fear not, for I have redeemed thee ; I have called 
thee by name ; thou art Mine. 

And again. The ransomed of the Lord shall return, 
and come to Zion with songs, and with everlasting joy 
upon their heads : they shall obtain joy and gladness, 
and sorrow and sighing shall flee away.
